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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments filed in the amendment 
dated 29-March-2005 have been fully considered, but are not deemed persuasive: 

In response to the applicant's arguments that "Buchanan does not teach 'a search information extracting module for extracting the first 
search information corresponding to the extracted identification information by referring to the search information storage module"', the 
arguments have been fully considered but are not deemed persuasive. Buchanan et al. clearly discloses the computing device finding 
(searching) for variable identifiers within the document template. These variable identifiers are then used to search the relational 
database to find "second data" which is then used to fill in the document template. 

In response to the applicant's arguments that "Buchanan fails to teach the claimed data extracting module 'for extracting second data by 
searching a database on the basis of the first extracted first search information'", the arguments have been fully considered but are not 
deemed persuasive. Buchanan et al. clearly discloses using a relational database to store phrases used to replace variables {first search 
information) found in document templates. Buchanan et al. further discloses retrieving these phrases from the relational database to fill in 
the holes in the document template. It is inherent that retrieving information from a relational database involves some kind of query (or 
search) on the relational database to extract the information from the database (see column 5, lines 39-65). 

In response to the applicant's arguments that "An advantage of Applicant's claimed invention ... is that a dedicated database is not 
required", the arguments have been fully considered but are not deemed persuasive. This argument is not claimed in the claim. Although 
the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 
988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
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
